The same review in another article 
denies statements by American Press 
commentators that Kussja stubbornly 
opposed the idea of British, or 
American troops fighting sidé by 
side with the Red Army.

“ Also, could a proposal to transfer 
Soviet troops from the  Trans- 
(aucasus to the Soviet-German 
front, so that non-Soviet troops 
could be brought into this area, be 
regarded as a desire to fight side 
by side with the Red Army? á 

‘Bombing operations in Europe 
are not replacing a second front, with 
regard to which the obligations of 
our = are still awaiting fulfil- 
mene. 


CHURCHILL SPEECH 


Russians are studying Mr. 
Churchill’s references in his Quebec 
broadcast to the second front, now 
quoted in the Soviet Press, - 

No editorial comment is given. 
Short passages from the broadcast 
were dictated by Moscow Radio for 
publication in the Soviet provincial 
Press, Reuter states.

Drive Nearer 
-Salamaua 


Japanese troops, put out of 
forward defence positions guarding 
the approaches to Salamaua airfield, 
on the north coast of New Guinea, 
are making a last stand, as 
Australian and American forces 
closing in in three columns threaten 
to crack the inuer defences, says 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent at 
Allied Headquarters, South-West 
Pacific. ‘The American spearhead, 
pushing through mountainous country 
along the coast, has advanced three- 
quarters of a mile from the north- 
west end of Roosevelt Ridge to the 
junction with Scout Ridge overlook- 
ing Salamaua. North’ot the Fran- 
cisco River, another column is press- 
ing forward against strong opposi- 
tion. Further west, on the south 
bank of the river, Australians are 
approaching through jungle. 

Light naval surface vessels and 
Ailied bombers are combining’ in a 
joint assault against Japanese 
barges. In a bitter running battle 
over Kahili aerodrome on Bougain- 
ville Island in the’ Solomons, 
American Liberators shot down 36

One of the greatest lists of suc- 
cesses achieved by the Russians was 
issued from Moscow last night. 
From the Smolensk front, in the 
North, to the Sea of Azov, in the 
South, Soviet forces have: 

Advanced 4 to 6 miles nearer 
Smolensk ; 
Cleared the Kursk reyion of 
Germans and reached their most 
westerly point yet; 
Taken Kéclevete and cut the 
Bryansk-Kiev line, vital to the 
movement of German reserves: 
Entered the Donetz from the 
north and captured Lisichansk, 
important centre on the Donetz 
River and the Kharkov-Stalino 
railway, and 
Thrust 20 miles nearer Stalino 
itself. 


Less than 40 miles now separates 
the town of Smolensk from the 
southern arm of the Russian ‘ VY.” 
The armies in this sector, advancing 
along the railway from Yelnya, have 
gained five miles by their latest 
thrusts. 
Sn the northern arm the Red 
Army is hard on the heels of the 
retreating Germans in the Dorogo- 


east of Smolensk on Napoleon’s road 
from Moscow. 
_ Full pressure is being maintained 
in the three other main thrusts 
towards Bryansk, Poltava and 
Stalino. 
Frequent counter-attacks and 
strong formations of bombers are 
being thrown in by the Germans in 
an effort to check the advance south 
and south-west of Kharkov towards 
Poltava, but Russian "planes are 
also very active in this sector. 


ENCIRCLEMENT 


The , capture of Sumy, says 
Reuter’s _ military correspondent, 
gives the Russian Army possession 
of an important railway junction 
and cuts into the German bulge be- 
tween Sumy and Glukhov.

I. Hospitals. onpmiesicn ive 
3 war ago Into the problem of 
mental defectives has now been com- 
pleted, and the report is being con- 
sidered by the Government with a 
view to action being taken on some 
of the recommendations. It is 
believed that the chief recommenda- 
tions will be :— 

(1) The setting up of a special 
school in Dublin where the number 
of mental defectiveg is largest; 

(2) The setting up of junior and 
senior colonies for defectives whose 
home environment is unsatisfactory. 

The investigation began in Dublin, 
where about ‘2,000 children in the 
central part of the city on the north 
side of the Liffey were examined, 
and 2.14 per cent. were found to be 
defective—that is, incapable of 
receiving proper benefit from in- 
struction in the ordinary ools. 
From these figures it may be 
deduced that there are about 1,000 
such defectives in Dublin and 6,000 
or 7,000 in Eire. 

Later on the examination was 
extended to rural districts in the 
South and West of Eire, and similar 
tests were made. The tests, which 
were of a standard kind, usually 
lasted about an hour. The findings 
of the investigators in the country 
are believed to confirm what they 
found Dag pee aech that the 
problem is a very important one, in- 
asmuch as these defectives can be 
educated to a considerable degree 
in mental and manual processes, but

that local authorities be obliged to 
make returns of defective. children 
between the ages of 7 and 16, and 
that the school-leaving age be raised 
from 14 to 16 in the case of defec- 
tives in order to give them a further 
period of protection before they go 
out. to work. The special schools 
which, it is believed, will be recom- 
mended in the final report will be for 
children whose home environment is 
satisfactory. In these schools the 
children will be taught reading, 
writing, arithmetic, religious dov- 
trine and eurhythmics. At the age 
of 16 they would leave school and 
either return home, possibly under 
supervision, or go to a colony for 
mental defectives to receive occupa- 
tional training. 

The colonies which, it’ is recom- 
mended, should be established would 
be of two kinds, junior and senior, 
each of which would have male and 
female sections. Both colonies would 
have resident medical ‘officers and 
trained nurses. The occupational 
training would consist of housecraft 
and needlewors for girls, and shoe: 
making and simple furniture-making 
for boys. Up to the present the 
attitude of the Local Government 
Department has been that they did 
not wish to lay any comprehensive 
new obligations on 'ocal outhborities 
in this matter, but that if an effort 
was/ made on voluntary lines a sub- 
sidy .would probably be given. The
